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RECOUNT OF VOTES 
SHOWS FIGHTOWER 
ANEAD OF TURNER 


His Victory for the County 
Board Indicated by Exam- 
ination of Ballots Cast in 
the Fifth Ward. 


COMMITTEE WILL OPEN 
EVERY BOX IN ATLANTA 


It Was Only on This Con- 
dition That Charles Turner 
Would Consent to a Re- 
count of Ballots. 


That T. J. Hightower, Jr., is elected 
one of the county commissioners from 
the county-at-large instead of Charles 
G. Turner, is indicated by the recount 
of the ballots of the, fifth ward. 

Following a session during 
charges of practices of fraud were hint- 
ed at, the subcommittee of the Fulton 
county democratic committee an- 
nounced that the recount of the fifth 
ward box gave Hightower 82 votes in- 
stead of 81, and that Turner received 
only 420 instead of 430 accredited to 
him in the official returns made by the 
election managers. 

There will, of necessity, De a recount 
of the entire county. Before ‘Turner 
would consent to a recount of the fifth 
ballots he demanded the right to 
have a recount of the entire county 
if the fifth ward vote would give his 
opponent the victory. 

Adjourns Without Report. 

5:30 o'clock, after a tense session, 
the committeé adjourned without mak- 
ing a report. It. will meet again at 
noon on Mondav and will report the 
result of the count to the general com- 
mittee. 

The committee's report will change 
the grand totals of both Hightower and 
Turner. Hlightower’'s total will be 
nhoosted to 4,242 instead of 4,241, and 
Turner's total will be decreased to 
4.238 instead of 4,248. 

According to the returns made by the 
entire county, Turner received seven 
votes more than Hightower. 

The figures of the recount, however, 
show that Hightower is entitled to four 
votes more than Turner. 

» The committee.also found that five 
ballots which were counted by the elec- 
tion managers should have been con- 
tested. These ballots will be decided 
on at Monday’s meeting. Members of 
the subcommittee say that the ballots 
should have beén contested because the 
voters were guilty of single-shotting, 
and in some instances they voted for 
three candidates when they should have 
voted for only two. It is probable that 
the general committee will order the 
ballots thrown out and not counted for 
either candidate. 

Report to General Committee. 

Although the subcommittee was ap- 
pointed with authority, Chairman ,jAl- 
bert Thomson, Secretary J. O. Cochran 
and George M. Hope, the only members 
present at the recount, would not as- 
sume the responsibility, or rather they 
were unwilling to make a Feport in 
the absence of Committeemen Albert 
Howell and F. J. West. The fact and 
figures as found by the subcommittee 
will be reported to the general commit- 
tee.

ANTI-TRUST MEASURE 
MAY PROVE EXPENSIVE 


Washington, May $.—One provision 
of the administration anti-trust bill 
threatens to put an indirect tax on the 
American people of $0,000,000 a year, 
according to a statement made today 
before the senate interstate commerce 
committee by E. W. Shaw, editor of a 
business magazine. Mr. Shaw, repre- 
senting the Chicago Association of 
Commerce, said that in his opinion, the 
provisions requiring annual _ reports 
from corporations engaged in inter- 
state commerce would entail an annual 
expense of this amount. 

Chairman Newlands, of the commit- 
tee, said reports from corporations 
were not compulsory, but would be de- 
manded in the discretion of the com- 
mission.

FEARS A DEADLOCK 
AND TOM WATSON 


State Chairman Wants the 
State Committee to Meet 
Again and Change the 
Rules for Primary. 


FEARS RAILWAY CONTROL 
OF STATE CONVENTION 


Chairman Harris Says Such 

Control Would Give Wat- 
son Opportunity to Strike 
Democratic Party — State 
Road Involved.

Washington, May 9.—(Special.)—Wil- 
liam J. Harris, chairman of the demo- 
cratic state executive comunittee, in 
urging the state committee to meet 
again and change the rules so as to 
insure a majority of the people elect- 
ing the governor and United States 
senators this year, sounds a note 
warning against the danger of 
railroads naming the next governor. 

The lease of the Western and At- 
lantic railroad, and its property val- 
ued at $20,000,000, is to be consummat- 
ed during the next administration, and 
Mr. Harris urges that it would be im- 
proper for an attorney of the railroads 
to be in the governor's chair during 
those proceedings. 

“The governor making the lease of 
the Western and Atlantic railroad 
should not be under the slightest obli- 
gation to any railroad influence for 
nomination and election,’ said Mr. Har- 
ris. 


“A Deadlocked Convention.” 


“The state convention will not only 
nominate a governor to discharge the 
regular duties of that position, but will 
name a guardian for every child of 
school age in the state, as the revenue 
from the lease of the state road goes 
to the school fund. The public man 
who thinks he can trifle with thé peo- 
ple on this question will forever be 
damned. A deadlocked convention will 
do the work.” 

To bring about a deadlocked con- 
vention Chairman Harris charges that 
the railroads will attempt to bring out 
a candidate in every section of the 
state favorable to their interests in the 
hope of throwing the election into a 
state convention, where by log-rolling 
and combining their forces they might 
win. A second primary, such as is held 
in South Carolina, Florida and other 
states would bring this about, he says. 

He urges the danger to the demo- 
cratic party in a deadlocked conven- 
tion, saving. “It would give Tom Wat- 
son, the arch enemy of the democratic 
party, the opportunity for which he has 
been working and praying. 

“Tom Watson had rather destroy the 
democratic party in Georgia than elect 
any man governor,” he declares. ‘“‘We 
should give him no excuse whatever for 
an attack. Even though he lines up 
with some railroad attorney, or brings 
in other issues to distract the atten- 
tion of the people, he would serve the 
railroad interests equally well.” 

Formal Statement of Harris. 

The formal statement of Chairman 
Harris follows:

BRYAN GRATIFIED 
BY GERMAN ACTION. 

Secretary Bryan evidently was 
ified at the news he received today 
from Consul Rodgers, at Havana, of 
the action of the German Steamship 
company in ordering the return of its 
ships, the Bavaria and the Kronpinzes- 
sin Cecelie, without unloading their 
War munitions for Huerta at Puerto 
Mexico. 

[Inquiry failed to develop the reasons

Vhile the diplomati and military 
phases of the international drama coni- 
pelled much attention, observers turn- 
ed to developments in the Huerta-Car- 
ranza strife. Constitutionalists ex- 
pressed confidence that their troops 
would drive the federals out of Tam- 
pico in the next few days. That de- 
velopment, it was hoped in some quar- 
ters, would relieve tension over the 
menace to foreign property in the Tam- 
pico oil district. Reports that San 
Luis Potosi had been taken by rebels 
were not credited by Carranza’s Jua- 
rez agents. They said their forces were 
not ready for a decisive attack on that 
southern gateway to Huerta’s capital. 

American and foreign refugees ar- 
riving at Vera Cruz from the interior 
stated all was quiet in Mexico City, 
where Huerta had asserted he w ould 
see his capital in ashes before he 

would quit. 

Reports reached San Diego, Cal., that 
two Americans had been killed and two 
wounded at a mine near Guadalajara. 
Details were not given. 

Fragmentary reports from the north- 
ern section of Mexico indicated that the 
constitutionalist administration was 
moving for the resumption of industry. 
One of General Carranza’s first official 
acts upon reaching Torreon, his new 
temporary capital, was to order the re- 
opening of coal mines in the state of 
Coahuila. 

Many inquiries as to the possibility 
of employing state militia during the 
Mexican crisis were received in Wash- 
ington today. They were inspired by 
questions sent to governors of the 
states, asking about the condition ofthe 
national guard. Indications today were 
that the militiamen would be used for 
patrol duty, if it became necessary to 
call them out. Thus regular’ troops 
along the border would be available! 
for field service.

Its Display During Easter: 


Raises the Question of 
Authenticity. 


Rome, May 9.—The display of the 
Holy Shroud at Turin during Esther | 


has again brought up the question of | 


its authenticity. Two men, one 
tist and the other an artist, have ar- 
rived at the conclusion that the 
Shroud possesses the true likeness of 
Christ. Dr. Paul Vignon, a «French- 
man, after long investigation, declares 
that the Holy Shroud bears a picture 
of a man, caused by vapors from the 
bedy acting upon the stuff impreg- 
nated with oils and aloes. 

Sir Wyke Bayliss, president of the 
Royal Institute of British Artists, is 
convinced that the portrait of Christ 
in the Catacombs of San Callisto here 
Was made by a contemporary artist, 
that is, one who had seen his subject, 
and as the faces of the Shroud and 
the catacombs are the same, it might 
be concluded that the Holy Shroud 
really inclosed the body of Christ. It 
was taken from Cyprus to Chambery 
(then part of Italy) in 1452, and has 
since been in Turin. 

The Lancet, the British medical 
journal, said at the time that Dr. Vig- 
non brought out his theory: “There 
seems to be little room for doubt that

131,000 gallons. The share of each in-} 
dividual in the United Kingdom in the 
drink bill for 1913 was $18, while the 
average for a family of five persons 
was $90. Since these figures do not 
allow for the boys and girls under 15 
years of age and the total abstainers, 
it may be assumed that among the 
drinkers the average per capita ex- 
pense for drinks is much higher than 
stated. 

During 1911 2,802 men and 2,074 
women were certified to have died in 
England and Wales alone as the result 
of alcoholism. This number does not 
include those whose deaths have been 
accelerated by the use of alcohol. Dr. 
W. C. Sullivan is quoted in the report 
as making the estimate that 20 per 
cent of the suicides in the United 
Kingdom are due to the use of alco 
holic stimulants. 

A startling feature of 
mortality figures furnished by the al- 
liance is the fact that in 1912 1,176 
babies under one year of age were suf-

Washington, D. C., May 9.—(Special.) 
Within another week the house com- 
mittee on agriculture is expected to re- 
port its cotton futures bill, as an 
amendment for the measure which has 
passed the senate. 

It is conceded to be practically cer- 
tain that the house will pass’ the 
measure. It has gone on record sev- 
eral times in the last two or three 
yearS as favoring the reform of the 
iniquitous practices on the New York 
Cotton Exchange, even to the extermi- 
nation of the exchange, if 
not be reformed. | 

There will be conflict in the confer- 
ence committee representing the two 
houses, The pride of authorship and 
the desire for credit in connection 
with this important legislation, which 
is expected to be of vast benefit to the 
cotton farmers, may be carried to such 
extremes as actually to jeopardize the 
legislation. 

Here is the place and the time for 
friends of this legislation to get in 
their work and make their influence 
felt. Let congress know that minor 
differences must be compromised and 
effective legislation be adopted. Sen- 
‘ator Hoke Smith and Representative 
Gordon Lee will both be on the con- 
ference committee in all probability. 

Here is the only difference between 
the two bills: 

The senate favors reforming the ex- 
change through the federal power to 
regulate commerce, and make it effec- 
tive through its control over the mails 
telegraph and other means of com- 
munication. 

The house committee on agriculture 
inclines towards a bill to employ the 
taxing power of the federal govern- 
ment to effect the reform, or to drive 
the exchanges out of business. 

Both bills will provide for the adop- 
tion of the government's standard 
grades—nine grades in all, applying to 
both iong staple and upland ‘cotton. 
Future contracts are to be settied on 
the basis of the actual value of the 
cotton in the spot market. 


Provisions of House Bill. 


From an investigation of the situa- 
tion in the house committee on agri- 
culture I am able to say that the house 
bill will embrace the following pro- 
visions: 

First, a nominal tax on all future 
transactions in cotton; that is, cotton 
sold for future delivery on the New 
York or New Orleans exchanges. This 
tax may be 5 cents per 100 bales, about 
as low as a tax could be, and one 
which cannot be felt by the farmer. 

Second, a prohibitive penalty on vio- 
lations of the law and the regulations 
which all exchanges will be required 
to enforce. These penalties may 
amount to $1,000 or $5,000 for each 
separate contract entered into and 
Possibly a jail sentence in addition. 

It is expected that this will absolutely 
break up the grosser evils of exchange 
gambling, the kind where all the 
chances are against the unwary out- 


“Fully 90 per cent of the legitimate 
orders filled on the exchange are re- 
ceived by wire. It will be difficult 
for the government to regulate the tel- 
egraph. Under a tax measure which 
can be framed so that no burden will 
fall on the cotton purchaser, contracts 
can be prescribed, and violations pun- 
ished by imposing extreme penalties. 
Personally, I favor the latter course.” 

Fuller Callaway’s Views. 

Fuller E. Callaway in addressing the 
house committee recently made a num- 
ber of interesting suggestions from his 
long experience both as a spinner and 
as a cotton merchant. He said: 

“Now, first, I would have standard 
government grades: second, the abol- 
ishment of fixed differences; and my 
idea would be to let the department 
determine which eight towns, and 
change them every week if they want- 
ed to. I have found that the govern- 
ment is pretty good on everything they 
go at; they are very impartial and 
pretty reliable, and everything, from 
a $20 gold piece down, with the gov- 
ernment’s stamp on it, I am willing to 
accept. I believe they are better than 
the private individual. 

“Now, taking up my third propost- 
tion: Each contract or unit of 100 
bales to call for an even-running de- 
livery—that is, the entire 100 bales o 
one grade—the seller to have the priv- 
ilege, however, of tendering mixed or 
assorted grade deliveries within the 
range of the standard government 
grades, by paying a penalty of $1 per 
bale to compensate the buyer for hand- 


it would | 


ling mixed instead of é6ven-running 
deliveries, but not more than one grade 
to appear on any one certificate of 
tendered cotton. 

“Now, the fixed difference is one of 
the great troubles with the New York 
cotton exchange. Two or three times 
a year they decide what the differences 
will be effective for the next three or 
or five months ahead, while the 
actual differences fluctuate just as 
much as cotton does, and often times 
more so, and caused by things nobody 
ean foresee. The weather has a eat 
deal to do with it, because if they have 
a bad storm, right afterwards they 
have very low grades, and it will be 
cheaper if they have lots of bad weath- 
er; and if they have good weather, 
they will have higher grades, and get 
better prices, and therefore they ought 
to be set from day to day and from 
week to week, as the actual commer- 
cial fluctuations take place between 
the grades. 

Augusta and Savannah. 


“?T think that every spot market in 
the south that puts out printed quota- 
tions should put them out only on gov- 
ernment grades. For instance, Au-

dling. Savannah, Ga., 
middling. Augusta, Ga., usually quotes 
half a cent above Savannah, when 

ought to be cheaper. When a man has 
one standard grade he cannot get con- 
fused.

Atlanta, Ga. 
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Refugees From Mexico City 
- Report That Dictator Is in 


Desperate Straits—His Fall 


Can’t Be Long Delayed. 


Vera Cruz, May 9%.—Attention of 
those interested in the Mexican situa- 
tion has turned to Mexico City, where 
the next scene in the national drama 
is looked for by many American and 
foreign observers. The outside world 
knows little of what is going on there. 
It is impossible for any correspondent 
in the capital to send any but a close- 
ly censored report. Not many out- 
side a venture into. the city, and 
most of these are foreigners, and these 
are well armed with passports and 
make only cursory investigations. 
They describe the capital as surcharged 
with intense apprehension and despite 
Huerta’s apparent confidence and pur- 
suit of the daily routine, there are 
signs of undercurrent, of intrigues. To 
those who would bring to the world a 
true picture of conditions there the 
Capital is virtually a forbidden city. 

One traveler, who returned today, 
declared that Louis Dantin, the only 
American remaining at the embassy 
when Charge O’Shaughnessy and his 
staff departed, had been seized by 
agents of Huerta and was in dan- 
ger of execution when the British min- 
ister, Sir Lionel Carden, interfered amd 
obtained his release’ giving him pro- 
tection in the British legation. 

Huerta Is Desperate. 

The arrest of Walter C. Whiffin, cor- 
respondent of the Associated Press, and 
a Washington newspaper photographer, 
4. J. Sutton, and their detention, while 
two ‘Englishmen, who were arrested 
with them, were promptly released. 
was taken as an added evidence of 
Huerta’s determination to take the 
most extreme measures before permit- 
ting the rebels to acquire possession 
of the capital. In this connection va- 
rious reports are current, ranging trom 
threats to force an outside conflict to 
a fairly well authenticated report that 
Huerta has mined the national palace, 
the postoffice, the department of com- 
munications and other public build- 
ings. iy ¢ 

A man who has been residing in 
Mexico City estimates Huerta’s forces 
as probably not more than 3,000, with 
no great supply of artillery and am- 
munition low. Troops About him are 
described, however, as the flower of 
the army. 

Zapata, after a successful attack on 
Cuernavaca, is reported to have moved 
his forces to Ajusco,-only a few yailes 
distant from the capital. 

Huerta Soon to Fall. 

The northern rebels are meeting 
with less and less resistance from the 
discouraged federal commanders, Many 
of whom have been called into the city 
by Huerta. The Opinion of most mili- 
tary men and all citizens in the city 
is that the world will not have long 
to wait before Huerta falls. It is re- 
ported that friends called on Huerta a 
few days ago and to have pleaded with 
him not to subject the city to a bom- 
bardment, but to lead his troops out- 
side and take his stand. Huerta, it is 
reported, protested, but the Spanish 
minister is said to have insisted that 
unless he consented the minister would 
demand his passports. Huerta finally 
agreed, but reserved the.-right-to re- 
treat to the capital. 

The Spanish minister, months ago, in 
conference with the other. diplomatic 
representatives, Suggested that when 
the time came he should make such a 
request of Huérta. Trains from the 
north are. said to be bringing into. the 
capital almost every day large num- 
bers of wounded...The-hospitals are 
crowded, and hospital! service men con- 
nected with the American forces here 
say the wounded are: being badiy car- 
ed for. 

Last Desperate Effort. 

Many who have lived in the 

re eonvmeed that Httierta will not at- 
téinpt to leave at least until after he 
has made a last desperate effort. They 
vredit the report that he intends 
the destruction of the city before his 
departure, explaining that the man is 
so obsessed with the id@éa that he is 
the only one capable of directing the 
xzovernment, that he has become irre- 
sponsible. They regard Mexico City as 
a place which soon will be danger- 
ous for Mexicans as for foreigners. 

Up to the present no additional 
American troops have been asked for 
beyond those necessary to complete 
Brigadier General Funston’s Fifth bri- 
gade. Strategists a however, that 
troops and marines already here will 
be sufficient for flying columns in a 
great emergency, while the bluejack- 
ets could garrison the city. 

Attacks on Americans. 

From the interior and isolated points 
reports of attacks on Americans con- 
tinue to trickle through the lines, al- 
though no first-hand information has 
been brought in. All travelers coming 
down from .the capital are stripped 
of newspapers and documents which 
might reveal the conditions there. 

While the military situation here re- 
mains unchanged, news of the posi- 
tion of Mexican troops in Vera Cruz 
and Mexico City came in today through 
an observer who reported that he saw 
the Sixteenth infantry nearest to the 
American lines. 

General Maas’ headquarters 
Paso del Macho and up the railroad 
as far as Esperanza this man saw 
the Bighteenth, Nineteenth and Twen- 
ty-seventh and Twenty-sixth infantry 
encamped. 

Beqond Esperanza bands 
were posted along the line to Mexico 
City. The number was not estimated, 
but there was a large guard at each 
railroad station. 
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PICKPOCKETS HERE. 


ASSERTS DETECTIVE 


New York Officer Declares 
- Woman Is Member of a 
“Gang” From East. 


Lieutenant Trojan, of the New York 
detective force, reached Atlanta yester- 
day and reported to Chief Beavers that 
he had spotted a woman pickpocket on 
the streets, who is a member of a fa- 
mous gang of New York pickpockets. 
He told Chief Beavers that he talked 
with the woman crook, and secured in- 
formation from her that members of 
her gang were in the city for the 
Shrine gathering pickings. The lieu- 
tenant of detectives furnished the At- 
lanta detectives and policemen with 
descriptions of the eight professional 
crooks, and a sharp lookout is being 
kept for them. 

K. A. Leake, a Shriner of Alhambra 
temple, Knoxville, Tenn., was the first 
victim of the crooks who are supposed 
to have flocked to Atlanta. He re- 
ported to the police last night that on 
his arrival in the city he could not 
secure a room at any of the hotels, 
and had rented a room at No. 74 East 
Mitchell street. The landlady, he 
states, informed him that owing to 
the crowded conditions, she would have 
to put another young man in his room. 
When Leake returned to his room 
about nightfall, the mysterious roomer 
had made his appearance and van- 
ished, taking with him all of the Shri- 
ner’s personal effects. 

He reported the following losses: 
Two suits of clothes, a valuable Shrine 
emblem in the button-hole of one; a 
gold watch fob, with a Masonic em- 
blem; a, gold watch chain; one $10 
pair of shoes, and several shirts. 


STEAMERS CONVERTED 
INTO ARMY TRANSPORTS 


May %.—The con- 
version of chartered steamships into 
army transports and supply § Carriers 
moved rapidly forward at the army pier 
here today and the quartermaster’s de- 
partment is under orders to be prepar- 
ed to move troops in large numbers and 
vast quahtities of supplies to Vera 
Cruz. The information here is that 50,- 
000 troops may be sent to Mexico at 
any time. 

Army officers expect to make a time 
record in converting the freight ship 
Colorado into a floating stable to car- 
ry horses to Mexico. The Colorado was 
unloaded last night and within thirty 
minutes was swung along the army 
pier, 

The last line to the pier had hardly 
been made fast when an army Officer 
with a blue print of the Colorado 
stepped aboard. Five minutes later a 
force of carpenters swarmed over the 
freighter and started to build stalls 
for the horses. 

All night the work went on. Today 
found the ship still in the hands of 
the carpenters with the work fast 
nearing completion. 

The newly chartered steamship Den- 
ver was unloading freight today, but 
will be turned over to the government 
tonight. 

The San Marcos with her ten pas- 
sengers still on board and in quaran- 
tine, was brought up from the gquar- 
antine station during the night. 

The temporary horse stalls in the 
San Marcos will be removed, and in- 
stead stands will be installed, convert- 
ing the vessel into a troop ship capa- 
ble of carrying more than a’ thousand 
men.

General Conference Made 
Cautious by the Vanderbilt 
Decision — Rights of the 
Church to Be Determined. 


Oklahoma City, Okla., May 9.—The 
initial step looking toward the possi- 
ble reincorporating of all existing 
boards of the Methodist Episcopal 
church, south, was taken here today 
just previous to the adjournment until 


Monday of the general conference Of: are 


the church, when Bishop H. C. :Mor- 
rison named Isaac Carr, James Gilgore, 
M. L. Lawson, J. D. Simpson and R. E. 
Roddy, members of a special commit- 
tee to investigate and determine the 
present charter rights of the church, 
its correctional boards, hospitals and 
institutions in general and to report on 
their legal right to hold property un- 
der laws of the states in which they 
are incorporated. 
To Investigate Charters. 

The appointment of the committee 
was made es the result of a resolution, 
calling for such a committee, which 
was introduced by the Revs. E. V. 
Chappel and T. B. Ellis, and was adopt- 
ed by the delegates. The resolution is 
broad in scope, and provides that if the 
charters the church now operates un- 
der are found to be insufficient or that 
the right of the church to hold prop- 
erty under present charters can be 
questioned, the committee shall be au- 
thorized to go into any state in the 
union and reincorporate, if, in the opin- 
fon of the committee, the laws of the 
states they select guarantee the char- 
ter rights to the church. The commit- 
tee will begin work at once, and is ex- 
pected to render a’ report to the con- 
ference before the end of the present 
session. 

The resolution provides for 
commission composed of three 
yers and two ministers, members 
the church, to investigate 
charters of the general boards, the 
publishing house, the trustees of the 
church and all connectional boards, to 
ascertain whether or not, under the 
laws of the states in which they are

The Vanderbilt Case. 


The appointment of the committee is 
directly due to the adverse decision of 
the supreme court of Tennessee in 
what is known as the Vanderbilt uni- 
versity case, by which the court held 
that the church could not rightfully 
control the university. The Vanderbilt 
decision and what action, if any, the 
conference shall take, is now up to a 
committee of fifteen members, which 
is meeting every night. Upon the 
recommendation of this committee | 
probably depends further action the 
church will take. 

While no definite report from the 
committee in regard to the Vanderbilt | 
case is expected until after public 
hearings on the matter have been held 
later in the present conference, rumors 
many regarding probable action. 
Thomas H. Samford, of Opelika, Ala., 
member of the conference, declared to- 
day he favored the appointment of a 
commission with full power to act for 
the entire conference, and that this 
probably will be done. The commis- 
sion mentioned, he said, would be au- 
thorized to receive overtures from the 
board of trust of Vanderbilt uwniver- 
sity, if that board cared to make any; 
to receive propositions for the estab- 
lishment of another university if the 
commission found it was unable to re- 
establish the church in its rights with 
Vanderbilt university; and that the 
commission would be.empowered to do 
everything possible to bring about a 
settlement of the question. 

It is also generally understood that 
a number of tentative propositions for 
the establishment of a new university 
have been made. The committee re- 
fuses to discuss this phase of the case. 

Judge H. D. Linebaugh, of Oklahoma, 
chairman of the special committee 
handling the Vanderbilt case, was 
granted permission to call his commit- 
tee into session to consider a special 
feature of the case. Just before this 
action Bishop Candler had announced 
the appointment of Judge J. W. Bond, 
of Tennessee, as a member of the com- 
mittee in place of C. M. Hay, of Mis- 
souri, who was unable to be present. 

/ Difference of Opinion. 
sessions of the committee are 
ve. but it was learned that at 
ht’s meeting a lengthy dis- 
arose over the interpretation 
of the Tennessee supreme court opin- 
ion handed down April 2, as presented 
by the lawyers retained in the case by 
the church. It is understood there is 
a marked difference of opinon in the 
committee on the meaning and scope 
of the court decision holding the chureh 
had no authority over the university. 

According to several members, there 
is a decided majority sentiment in-the 
committee in favor of establishing a 
new university, but no positive action 
has been taken. It is hoped by many 
members of the conference that some 
way will be found for the church to re- 
tain its interest in Vanderbilt.

sioner of agriculture, for whom they

“In some of the congressional dis- 
tricts of Georgia, the county unit sys- 
tem prevails, but in the event no can- 
didate receives a majority of votes at 
the convention and a candidate re- 
ceived a majority of all the votes cast, 
he is declared the nominee. With only 
one primary, this is the only plan 
which protects the people from the poli- 
ticilans. However, as I have already 
stated, I do not believe the committee 
has the authority to change the county 
unit plan, and under this plan a second 
primary is the only way in which the 
people of Georgia cCanename their gov- 
ernor and two United States senators, 
and in my judgment the people are not 
zoing to be satisfied unless the com- 
mittee allows them this right. 

Lease of State Road. 


“We might as well face the problem 
now. No issue in the next cam- 
is going to be aliowed to over- 
shadow the leasing of the Western and 
Atlantic railroad, though every effort 
is being made to do so. The more frent- 
al the Western and Atlantic railroad 
brings the state, the

longer the public 
schools will be open to the children of 
the state. If the state of Georgia to- 
day received the rental which is now 
gxoing to the lessees of the Western and 
Atlantic railroad from the state prop- 
erty in the city of Chattanooga not 
used for railroad purposes, the amount 
would be sufficient to keep the county 
schools open two months longer each 
year than under the present available 
fund.

With one 
servant whom she cannot train she 
expects to solve the problem of living 
by going to meetings in which she is 
not interested,. moving picture shows 
which most frequently are not con- 
ducive to high ideals and worrying 
about clothes the rest of the time. 

Modern invention has lessened the 
drudgery of modern housekeeping, has 
emancipated woman in a sense and 
every woman is expected to render

A CASE FOR MEDIATION. 


One of the darkest blots upon American ; 


civilization is the state of siege and civil 


war now raging in Colorado between the 


Colorado Fuel and Iron company and the 
United Mine Workers of America. 

For several years, the trouble has been 
simmering. During the past few months 
it has reached an especially murderous cli- 
Many more lives have been lost than 
in our invasion of Mexico. Operators and 
miners alike have defied the state’s au- 
thority. Federal troops are now in Colo- 
rado for the purpose of maintaining order 
and striving to redeem the commonwealth 


from anarchy. 

For the information of its readers, The 
Constitution republishes elsewhere on this 
page the statements of both sides, as ap 
pearing in The New York Independent. 

These statements are, of course, wholly 
partisan and ex-parte. The reader will, 
therefore, take them for their surface value. 

The Independent says, “In the funda- 
mental issues of the struggle the mine 
operators (the Rockefellers) are clearly in 
the wrong. When they declare there is any. 
point in the dispute which they refuse to 
submit to arbitration, they forfeit their 
right to the support and sympathy of en- 
lightened men and women.” 

The Independent’s position is impreg- 
nable. Neither side can logically afford to 
contend that in a matter of this life-and- 
death gravity, where civilization itself is at 
stake, there is a single issue not open to 
arbitration. That one admission damages 
the whole case of the operators. 

But it has reached the stage where it 
is immaterial whether the obstinacy of the 
workers or the operators is the core of the 
trouble. 

The thing that does count is that extend- 
ing over a long period men have been slain 
and maimed right and left, business dis- 
rupted and, at some places in Colorado, 
brought to almost total paralysis. 

These conditions would be indefensible 
if they were confined to the state in which 
they are transpiring. 

But the effect is, to a degree, nation- 
wide. The tension and stagnation in Colo- 
rado add just one factor more to the causes 
promoting business apathy throughout the 
country. 

This is not to speak of the manner in 
which the United States is indicted to the 
world as a nation. that will tolerate long- 
continued lawlessness by either capital or 
labor. 

The great third party to this civil war, 
the innocent public, has definite rights in 
the premises. These rights are being wholly 
ignored, while bitter antagonists lock horns 
in an actual death grapple. 

A distinct menace of the situation is that 
hatreds and prejudices kindled in Colorado 
may spread throughout the nation, and start 
an industrial conflagration that will make 
disastrous history. 

The disputants have had a full oppor- 
tunity to settle their quarrel. They have 
failed signally. 

The time has come for public sentiment 
to _ mediation, from civic sources if 
possible, from the federal government if 
necessary. 

Each day's delay aggravates the situation 
and pours vitriol into wounds already raw. 

The rights of the sovereign state and 
the rights of capital and labor are recog- 
nized entities. 

But the rights of law and order in this 
country, of common decency and of business, 
rise paramount and they demand attention.

YOU CAN’T SEGREGATE GERMS. 


Louisville, Ky., is about to segregate the 
dwelling places of the white and negro 
races. 

We hope that Louisville simultaneously 
makes arrangements to segregate disease 
germs as well as races. 

So far, the cleverest scientist hasn’t 
been able to devise a formula that will turn 
the trick. Perhaps Louisville will be more 
successful. : 

The health of any community is its first 
asset. 

Health is interlocking. 

You cannot confine epidemics or trans- 
missible disease to either race. 

The negro with smallpox or tuberculosis 
menaces the white man. 

He comes into the white man’s home, 
his women do the white man’s cooking and 
laundering. On the streets, in all public 
places, he is a menace, proved, deadly. 

What good will it do to segregate the 
negro, physically, unless you segregate his 
diseases? 

He and his women will still. come from 
the smallpox, the tuberculosis, the typhoid 
home to the white home. 

The white home may scrupulously 
safeguarded. That makes no difference. 
The germ is strong and enduring and pa- 
tient. On its negro host, it secures entree 
And the work is done.

worst feature is that the ignorant 
negro, segregated, will become more of an 
incubating force for disease than the negro 
with the white man to watch him. 

From his untended homes he will come 
forth with especially virulent cultures of 
bacilli. 

We to remember, above all. 
the germ does not respect the race line. 

We need to remember, also, that the 
only way to community health is one sani- 
tary law for black and white and that law 
impartially and rigorously enforced.

The story of how Billard and his asso- 
ciates “milked” the New Haven railroad, 
now being told in Associated Press dis- 
patches, makes ugly reading. If anything 
were needed to crystallize the public deter- 
mination against future juggling, skyrocket 
financing and football tactics in-the man- 
agement of the railroads of this country, 
that final impulse is supplied by the calm 
Billard narrative. 

The most pitiful feature of the whole 
thing is that the chief sufferers are widows 
and orphans, trust funds and the invest- 
ments of philanthropic and charitable insti- 
tutions. These sources supplied a large part 
of the sinews for the game of battledore and 
shuttlecock. And when, recently, the New 
Haven, for the first time in many years, 
passed its regular dividends,-the suffering 
was, and still is, incalculable. — 

It appears now that the railroad, as well 
as the public, conscience has learned enough 
to be eternally set against such practices in 
the future. Certainly both railroads and 
people have paid a penalty sufficiently fear- 
ful to drive the lesson home with blood and 
iron. Nor should the New Haven alone be 
put upon the griddle of public condemna- 
tion. It is simply a super-type of the rail- 
roads of the country once used as pawns 
in the game of finance, and for private profit 
and stock-juggling adjuncts rather than as 
public utilities. 

Retroactive punishment is, of course, 
out of question. But it is certain that con- 
gress and the interstate commerce commis- 
sion should make its policy as to future of- 
fenses of this nature unmistakable. 

The railroad wrecker, the railroad jug- 
gler, the man conscienceless enough to di- 
vert the money of dependent people 
and institutions selfish and destruct- 
ive schemes— 

Should from this day forward be made 
to know that they face the penitentiary! 
Knowledge of that personal menace will 
stiffen the failing moral scruples, deter the 
coldest-blooded gambler with other people’s 
money. Slaps on the wrist from congress, 
the newspapers and the commission are un- 
availing. Fines come out of the stockhold- 
ers’ pockets and intensify their misery. 

But put stripes on the Roman candle 
financiers and their piracy will end! A 
repetition of the era of high financial de- 
bauch will pillory this nation before civili- 
zation.

Og this 
question of the open shop, namely, the right 
of every American citizen to work on terms 
Satisfactory to himself without securing the 
consent of the union, I reiterate What I said 
in my examination before the committee on 
mines and mining in Washington a few 
weeks ago—that we regarded this as a mat- 
ter of principle which could not be arbi- 
trated. 

We do not question 
workmen to. freely 
unions for the 


the right of any 
associate themselves in 
furtherance of their common 
and legitimate interests, but we do assert 
the equal right of an individual to work in- 
dependently of a union if he so elects. We 
are contending against the right of unions 
to impose themselves upon an industry by 
force, by assault and murder and not against 
the right of men to organize for their mu- 
tual benefit. 

The impression has been created that if 
we would agree to submit to the unionizinge 
of the camps of the Colorady Fuel and Iron 
company this entire trouble would. be ended. 
The public generally does not seem to con- 
sider whether or not this is a right or fair 
demand, and in the interest of the employees 
of the company as a whole. What would 
become of the great majority of its work- 
ers were such surrender to be made? All 
of the loyal non-union employees, number- 
ing several thousands, more than 90 per 
cent of the total number employed in the 
mines, who have been faithful and true to 
its interests, would be thrown out of em- 
ployment unless willing to submit as _ indi- 
viduals to union dictation. Is it the spirit 
of American fair play which is asking such 
ruthless disregard of the interests of hon- 
est men, or is it the spirit of partisanship 
and self-seeking? 

But the issue is 
importance [t affects every workingman 
throughout this land. The fact that labor 
unions represent but a very small minority 
of the workers of the entire country seems 
to be lost sight of by those who urge the 
termination of this local difficulty at the 
price of surrender to union domination. 
Surely, no thinking man can ask, much less 
expect, that we will abandon our own em- 
plovees and the cause of the workers of 
the entire country because violence and 
wholesale slaughter are brought about bys 
an element which has come to regard itself 
as above and beyond the reach of the law 

Are the labor unions, representing a 
small minority of the workers of the coun- 
trv, to be sustained in their disregard of 
the inalienable right of every American 
citizen to work without interference, wheth- 
er he be a union or a non-union man? Sure- 
lv the vast majority of American citizens 
will, without fear or favor, stand for even- 
handed justice under the constitution and 
equal rights for every citizen.

Situated six and one-half miles east of At 
lanta. The location of Agnes Scott College, an 
educational institution for girls. Take cars 
marked “Decatur, Georgia,” at the corner of 
Kdgewood avenue and North Pryor street, or 
cars marked “Decatur, Georgia,” at the corner 
of South Pryor and Alabama streets. Both of 
these lines run through historic battlefields, 
made memorable by the famous Battle of 
Atlanta, July 22, 1864. 

CHATTAHOOCHEE RIVER 

The source of water supply of the city of 
Atlanta, situated seven miles northwest of At- 
lanta.

A town of four thousand people, situated 
six miles southwest of Atlanta. Take cars 
marked “Hapeville,” “College Park” or “East 
Point,” at the corner of Forsyth and Alabama 
streets. .

A town of four thousand, situated eight 
miles southwest of Atlanta, and in which is 
located Cox College, an educational institution 
for girls: also the Georgia Military Academy, 
a military school for boys.

On an average about eighty convicts 
—worked in two squads—are kept 
constantly at work. This number rep- 
resents her own county convicts and 
the pro rata from the state, and with 
them Cobb is building and has been 
building for the past five years an av- 
erage of about twenty miles of good 
roads per year. The total amount 
spent on her roads and bridges, both 
in building and repairs, amount to 
about $60,000 per year. 

One of the prettiest stretches of 
road through the county is the road 
leading from Atlanta. Beginning at the 
Chattahoochee river, Cobb’s line on the 
east, and running direct through Ma- 
rietta, and on through Acworth, two 
miles west to the western line of the 
county, is a stretch of twenty-five 
miles of as pretty road as can be 
found in the southern states. Every 
stream which crosses it is spanned by 
steel or concrete bridges, and there is 
not a grade on it of more than 6 per 
cent. The road is perfectly uniform 
in width—thirty feet—is well graded, 
with top soil perfectly rolled. For 
auto riders leaving Atlanta this makes 
a stretch of about thirty-five miles of 
beautiful driving through one of the 
prettiest and most picturesque sec- 
tions of the state. 

The county has also built a fine road 
to Powder Springs, twelve miles from 
Marietta. The board is now construct- 
ing what is Known as the Roswell 
road, which, when connected with the 
Dallas road and built in connection 
with it, will give a fine drive east and 
west across the county. These roads 
will be completed at an early date.

COBB COUNT Y’S 
SWEET POTATOES 


Up to fifteen years ago, Cobb was 
a one-crop county. Then there came 
disaster—an over-abundant crop of 
cotton carried the market price down 
to five cents per pound, and the 
farmers went broke right and left 
In this emergency quite a number of 
them cut cotton out and turned to 
other things. A few turned their at- 
tention to sweet potatoes—and here 
comes a true story. One of those 
broken farmers rented a little piece 
of land from the owner, with poor im- 
provements on it, for $75 per year.

At the forthcoming annual conven- 
tion of the National Wholesale Grocers’ 
association at Minneapolis, the mem- 
bers will be called upon to amend the 
constitution with reference to the “ob- 
jects’ and membership of the associa- 
tion and the by-laws with reference to 
who are eligible to committee work in 
the organization. 

The changes are not materially dif- 
ferent in essentials from those which 
have prevailed in the past, but in view 
of the rabid pursuit of trade associa- 
tions by the federal department of jus- 
tice, and some of the questions raised 
as to what an association may and may 
not legally do, the proposed changes 
are interesting. The National associa- 
tion” has always endeavored to con- 
form its policies very closely to the 
law and, in the light of the criticisms 
leveled at the Southern association in 
tne recent past, there is a disposition 
in the trade to see in the changes pro- 
posed fresh endeavors to keep the or- 
ganization strictly within the law. 

Here is the new draft of the 
jects” received officially by the 
bers: 

The objects of the association are: 

First—To foster and promote a feel- 
ing of fellowship and good will among 
its members and on broad and equi- 
table lines to advance the welfare of 
the wholesale grocery trade of the 
United States;

Second—To eliminate or minimize 
abuses, methods and practices inimical 
to the proper conduct of business. 

Third—To establish harmonious re- 
lations between manufacturer, jobber 
and retailer to the end that the jobber 
be universally recognized ag the best 
channel through which the manufac- 
turer should distribute his products to 
the retailer. 

Fourth—To assist in the enactment 
and enforcement of pure food laws. 
which in their operation shall deal 
justly and equitably with the rights of 
the consumer, retailer, jobber and 
manufacturer. 

Fifth+—To have business conducted on 
legitimate lines: discourage “deals,” 
“schemes,” and the subsidizing of job- 
bers’ employees by manufacturers. 

Provided, That in the efforts of the 
association to accomplish the ahove 
ends, no action shall be taken which 
will tend in any manner whatsoever to 
fix or regulate prices, or in anv way 
operate in restraint of trade. ~- 

Tt fis evident that the association 
proposes to place itself in a more lib- 
eral position as to the eligibility of 
grocers who are clearly wholesalers. 
Here is the proposed change: 

Membership. 

First Section—Any person, firm or 
corporation engaged in the wholesale 
grocery business is eligible to member- 
ship. Written application shall be 
made, accompanied by the recommen- 
dation of two members, and applicant 
shall become a member upon the ap- 
proval of the application by the exec- 
utive committee and the payment of 
the membership fee and dues as pro- 
vided in the by-laws. 

The only noticeable change between 
this and the former draft is that the 
new member is not required to sign 
the constitution and by-laws. At the 
October meeting of the executive com- 
mittee and at a recent meeting of that 
committee the above suggested amend- 
ments weré unanimously approved and 
are now submitted to the members by 
mail for consideration in advance of 
the annual meeting.

FIGHTS OFF FIERCE DOK 
TO DROWN IN A SWAMP 


Unknown Man Had Been Pur- 
sued by Rome Officers 
for Entire Day. 


Rome, Ga., May 9.—(Special.)—After 
a fierce battle with a big bloodhound 
in the waters of the Coosa river, where 
he had fled from pursuit, an unknown 
white man drowned yesterday and his 
body has not been recovered. The man 
had been chased from early morning 
until late afternoon by Officers Carl- 
gon and Johnson, of the Rome police 
force, and the dog was one of the fa- 
mous pack belonging to Deputy Sheriff 
Phipps, of Chattanooga, who happened 
to be in the city. The unknown man, 
whose body has not been recovered, 
Was under surveillance of the police 
under suspicion that he -was wanted 
for various crimes in other cities. The 
immediate cause of the chase was an 
alleged attempt to steal chickens. 

The unknown man appeared in the 
morning at the store of Harbour Bros., 
in East Rome, and offered six fat hens 
for sale, ‘at a low price. When ac- 
cused of having stolen the chickens, 
he dropped them and took to his heels. 

The officers were summoned and, 
securing Phipps and his dogs, they 
took the trail. They followed the chase 


over the rugged hill region south of | 


town for eight miles, then gave it up 
temporarily and returned to Rome for 
horses. When the hunt was resumed 
the mysterious white man was discov- 
ered concealed beneath a pile of leaves 
on a bluff overlooking the river. 

When detected by the dogs, one of 
them broke loose from the officer who 
was holding him and made after the 
man. The terror-stricken fugitive 
leaped to the river, 30 feet beneath, 
the dog after him. Both swam to mid- 
stream, where the Jdog overtook and 
seized the man.- After a struggle the 
man became exhausted and sank, and 
the hound sank with him, coming up a 
short time afterward and swimming to 
shore, but the man did not come to the 
surface. None of the officers could 
swim, and they stood on the bank, 
powerless to aid the drowning man. 

The river is being dragged today in 
an effort to recover the body of the un- 
fortunate man, whose identity remains 
a mystery.

William M. Slaton, superintendent of 
the public schools of Atlanta, was 
honored in a signal way by 8,000 or 
10,000 children gathered in the grand- 
stand at Ponce de Leon park last Mon- 
day, on the occasion of the Field day 
exercises of the public schools. 

When he rode horseback on the 
ground the children, boys and girls, 
cheered him, clapped their hands and 
Zave every possible sign of confidence 
and affection. 

They decorated him from hat to stir- 
rup with their school colors. He was 
literally covered with the school deco- 
rations, expressive of the affection of 
the children. 

Mr. Slaton was moved by his deep 
sense of appreciation of this tender- 
ness and love shown him by the chil- 
dren whom he has served with faithful- 
ness and courage, with energy and af- 
fection, with scholarship and culture, 
and with heroic self-sacrifice and con- 


structiveness during the seven years of 
his superintendency. 

He has greatly improved the public 
school system and his labors are deep- 
ly appreciated. Mr. Slaton has done 
vastly more for the schools than his 
mere official duties require. Born to 
his work and receiving spegial equip- 
ment for it at Emory collgge and the 
University of Georgia ar in post 
graduate study and in visitation to the 
different public school systems of the 
leading municipalities of the United 
States, the schools are his pride. 

Through the labors of Mr. Slaton the 
Technological high school ceased to be 
a department of the Boys’ high school 
and was given a separate existence. As 
a result of this management, the Tech- 
nological high school has 
from 75 members to 250 in less than 
five years. 

Upon his recommendation and advo- 
cacy the department of medical inspec- 
tion was added to the public school 
system in the spring of 1909, thereby 


making Atlanta one of the first cities.

in the United States to adopt the prin- 
ciple of medical inspection in public 
schools. 

On his advice the Girls’ normal 
scfiool was established as a part of 
our pwblic school system in order to 
aid in furnishing us the necessary 
talent for our teaching force. 

Mr. Slaton has been an ardent advo- 
cate of just and righteous salaries for 
school teachers, both for the benefit 
of the teachers and the children. He 
has advocated the continual improve- 
ment of the gcholarship of teachers 
and has influenced many to take sum- 
mer courses at the University of Ten- 
nessee, the University of Virginia, 
Harvard, Columbia university, Chau- 
tauqua and the University of Georgia. 
He has consistently maintained the 
school system in good running order, 
with courtesy and_erecutive ability.

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THORNTON FOR REPEAL 


UF TOLLS EXEMPTION 


Louisiana Senator Convinced 
That His Previous Position 
Was Wrong. 


Washington, May 9.—Convinced that 
his position, both on the legal and on 
the economic side of the Panama tolls 
question, in 1912 was wrong, Senator 
Thornton, of Louisiana, today told the 
senate he now would vote to repeal 
the law. 

Senator Thornton said the position 
taken by the president in a personal 
letter to him and the message to con- 
gress, in which the president said the 
existence of the exemption law embar- 
rassed him in the foreign relations of 
the United States, caused him to vote 
for the repeal. 

The statements of former Ambassa- 
dor Choate, and others who partici- 
pated in the negotiating of the Hay- 
Pauncefote treaty, had convinced him 
that the United States did not have 
the right to discriminate in favor of 
its ships, he said. 

On the economic phase of the con- 
troversy, Senator Thornton said that 
the report of the house committee on 
merchant marine had convinced him 
that the free tolls inured to the bene- 
fit solely of the coastwise shipping 
monopoly that fixed rates by agree- 
ments beyond the reach of American 
law. He said the shipping trust was 
not in need of a subsidy such as the 
exemption. 

Senator Thornton said that there 
was a stronger sentiment in Louisiana 
for free tolls than in any other south- 
ern state, due to the extraordinary 
efforts of the New Orleans Association 
of Commerce, but that the repeal sen- 
timent in the state was growing stead- 
ily stronger. 

The senator announced that he 
would svon retire to private life, but 
added that if he wished to be a candi- 
date for any office Before the people 
of Louisiana, he would not wish to 
go before them on any better issue 
than the repeal measure.

The name of this 
man is Benjamin Chapin. Now, it Is 
true that Mr. Chapin has had a great 
deal of active work to do with the 
picture, but it is also true that he 
doesn’t deserve the credit for its pro- 
duction. The credit belongs to a long- 
vanished individual named Abraham 
Lincoln. 

Why He Is Impersonator. 

Benjamin Chapin is a lecturer and 
Playwright. Some fifteen years ago, 
he was an actor. BPExcept for a little 
coincidence of nature, he would prob- 
ably still be an actor. It is quite prob- 
able that he would be a good actor, 
too, for he hag qualifications. But it 
is not probable that he would be a lec- 
turer, a playwright, a philosopher and 
an altruist. 

The little coincidence of nature mani- 
fested itself in a slight resemblance 
between Mr. Chapin and the portraits 
of Abraham Lincoln. It is a marked 
resemblance now, but subsequent 
events are responsible for that. 

Mr. Chapin was a young college stu- 
dent when people first noticed it. He 
was not greatly different from other 
young college students, except that he 
was a little taller than the average 
boy, and a little more conscious of his 
hands and feet. He had only recently 
abjured the dust of a small Ohio town, 
and all the immediate chances were 
that he would return to it, either go 
into the First National bank or the 
Beehive store. Somehow, he didn’t seem 
to take well to a university career. 

Then some observant friend was 
thoughtful enough to spot that resem- 
blance to Abraham Lincoln. For the 
first time in his life, it occurred to 
Benjamin Chapin that his appearance 
was not a handicap. That was in- 
spiration No. 1. If Lincoln had been 
able to survive, he could. Mr, Chapin 
began reading about Lincoln. 

Becomes Interested, 

The more he read, the more interest- 
ed the became. He had wanted, a good 
mang times, to go in for public speak- 
ing. He had been deterred by the con- 
viction that neither his voice nor his 
figure was suited to any such destiny, 
when he found that Lincoln’s voice had 
also been utterly hopeless when he was 
a young man, Benjamin Chapin had 
Inspiration No. He went in for pub- 
lic speaking. 

A little later, 
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when he left college, 


fit was not to go into the Beehive store, 


but on the stage. Benjamin Chapin had 
discovered he could act. For a time, he 
was so absorbed in this that he almost 
forgot about Lincoln. Then, one night, 
a brother actor called it again to his 
attention. 

“Say. Ben,” he said, “why don’t you 
do a Lincoln impersonation? You'd get 
away with it great.” 

That was enough. the actor dug up 
his old books on the president, and read 
them over. He hunted out more books. 
Me visited men who had kno the 
president in life. Everything he could 
read, find, or learn about Lincoln, the 
read, found, or learned. Inside of two 
years, he put on the only impersona- 
tion of the great president which has 
been ever pronounced to be on a plane 
with genuine dramatic art. 

That was fifteen years ago. Mr. 
Chapin has been impersonating Lin- 
coln ever since. He impersonated him 
Friday night before a large audience at 
the Baptist Tabernacle, the event be- 
ing the closing number of the Alkahest 
Lyceum course. Equally, the imperson- 
ated him a few hours previous, sitting 
at a table in the Hotel Ansley. The 
only difference was that at one time, 
Mr. Chapin Knew he was impersonating 
the president, and at the other, he 
didn’t 

Very Like Lincoln. 


On the stage, Mr. Chapin is about ae 
near Lincoln as any man could be. This 
is not an individual opinion; it is the 
opinion of men who knew the president 
in life. Off the stage, Mr. Chapin is 
a tall, slim man, with deep furrows 
about his mouth, and eyelids which 
droop down peculiarly over clear, blue 
eyes. His hair is gray and long. He 
does not look so much like Lincoln— 
although a visitor identified him out of 
a lobby-full of men by the resemblance 
—nor does he talk like him. But he is 
Lincoln just the same—or the Lincoln, 
at least, that has come down through 
history and tradition. 

The fact made its appearance when 
Mr. Chapin began talking about the mo- 
tion picture, “What Would Lincoln Do?” 
He was reticent about it at first. Oh, 
it was just a picture! By and by, 
though, he loosened up. It became ap- 
parent that it was not “just a motion 
picture.” It was Benjamin Chapin’s ex- 

ression of all he thought Abraham 
ancoln would do if he were alive to- 
day. It was a motion picture covering 
industrial conditions all over the United 
States—sweatshops, child labor, un- 
necessary poverty, crime, oppression, 
injustice. As Mr. Chapin talked, it be- 
came evident that it was the dream of 
his life. 

7-7 couldn't have done it on the 
stage,’ he said. “It couldn’t have heen 
done at all except for motion pictures. 
You see, it wasn't enough to have the 
bad conditions—everybody knows about 
them. Lincoln had to be in it. Lin- 
coln represents something to the 
American mind. He represents hope.

Lincoln touches—hope. That picture 
would have been too terrible for pro- 
duction without Lincoln.
